
Training Purpose:  Intended for Health Care Practitioners, child welfare professionals, community health providers, and behavioral 
health providers who seek to improve care coordination for substance exposed newborns (including Neonatal Abstinence Syndrome) and 
parents with opioid and substance use disorders.

	 3.	 Explain the clinical management and clinical benefits for treating pregnant and parenting women with opioid use disorder 		
	 and their newborns. 
	 4.	 Develop a cross-system approach to treating pregnant and parenting women with opioid use disorder and their newborns 		
	 improving care, practice and safety. 
	 5.	 Create a SEN action plan during teaming sessions to support cross-system collaboration efforts by identifying 
		  opportunities for improvement, strategies, and steps to accomplish work.
